at the tima of the battle, but were pursued and 
taken prisoners. This,as well as he can calculate, 
wasin 18llor 1812. ‘he prisoners, of which 
there was a Jarge number, were all sent down to 
the coast, and sold to a slave dealer. ‘The 
slaver was chased and captured by an Eaglish war 
brig, 

The prize and her cargo were taken to England, 
where the Africans generally were sent ashore 
until they could be properly disposed of. Tallen, 
Lowever, who had in the meantime been christ- 
ened “John Bull” on board the British vessel, was 
sent to the British brig Peacock, to serve asa 
cabin-boy. At this time the war between the 


| United States and Great Britain was in progress, 


aud some time afterward the Peacock was engag- 
ed in action by the little American schooner, Hor- 
net, commanded by the gallant Captain Lawrence, 
which, as will be remembered, speedily put her in 
a sinking eondition, and forced her crew to 
surrender, This was on the 24th of February, 
1813. 7 
Subsequently, our hero was sent to Savannah, 
Ga., in charge of Lieut. Wm. Henry Harrison, 
from whence the latter was to take him to Wash- 
ington. Judge Chariton, of Savannah, proposed 


| to Harrison to leave Tallen, or “John Bull,” with 


him, promising that he would raise him for Har- 


jrison, The latter declined, relating the partice-| 
lars of his history, and sayingthat he must take! silent 
| the boy as « prisoner of war to Washington, and_| 


let Congress decide what should be done with 
him, Judge Charleton then proposed to keep the 
hoy with him until he should be wanted at Wash- 
ington, promising Lieut. Jlarrison that he 
would send him on whenever he should write for 
him. 

With this understanding Harrison left the boy 
with Judge Charlton. Two months afterwards, 
Harrison sent for “John Bull,’ and Charlton re- 
plied that the boy had died—which of course end- 
ed the Lieutenant’s interest inand care for him. 
The authority for this statement was Judge Charl- 
ton’s waiting man or body servant, an old man 
named Isaac, of whom John speaks in high terms, 
About the time this word was sent to Washing 
ton, Charlten called all his servants together and 
forbade theim strictly never to call Tallen “John 
Bull” again, but ordered them to call him Demock 
Charlton, after himself—-by which name he has 
since been known. 

The next day after this occurrence, Charlton 
sold him to a Faench tailor of Savannah, named 
John P. Setz, who is stillliving at Augusta, Ga, 
Demock asserted that he was afreo man and 
could not be sold.  Setz, in answer, said that 


ock in payment, and again ordered him to stay 
where he was, and go to work. ‘The boy at 

ed tu run away, but Setz caught and becoght aie 
back. 

As the Frenchman had a store in Augusta, he 
took Demock there. Thirteen months later he 
sold him to Captain Dubois, who was commander 
of the Pulaski at the time of her wreck. At that 
time he commanded the steamer Samuel Iloward, 
but was building the General Washington to run 
between Savannah and Augusta, and bought Dem- 
ock to go on board of her as steward. 

After living with Captain Dubois two years, the 
latter sold him to Captain Davidson, of Savan- 
nah, who, in turn sold him toone Wm. Robinson, 
of the same city, Demock’s superior intelli- 
gence showed him that by hiring his time of his 
master, aud working for himself, he could save 
money to purchase back the freedom of which he 
had been rubbed. Ile formed Lis plans aceording- 
ly, and put them into execution, finding employ- 
ment as a superiutending stevedore, and earning 
liberal wages in loading cotton for export,at which 
he scems to have been very successful. Le 
arranged with Robinson to purchase himself at 
the price of $500. This he soon saved by hard 
work and economy, paid the entire sum in cash 
and was then immediately sent to jail, and kept 
there until bis cruel master had found a purchaser 
to take him off his hands, 

His next master proved to be James Carr, then 
and now employed in the Planters’ Bank of Savan- 
nah, Demock ventured to express to Car the 
hope he would not serve him as Robinson had, 
and related how villainously he had been ased by 
him. Carr replied that Robinson was a d——d 
scoundrel, but that he would deak justly with bim.

The 
force of the decision is to give full license to U. S. 
officers to perpetrate any amount of insult and 
brutality on citizens of free states who refuse to 
aid them in catching runaways; to arrest them 
without legal autkority, and to maim, ehpot and 
kill, if need be, state officers who attempt insti- 
tute inquiry into their proceedings by executing 
the writ of Habeas Corpus. Its force and effect, if 
regarded, are simply to crush State rights, to hum- 
ble the citizens of free States before the feet of the 
minions of the slave power, to turn the soil of the 
non-slaveholding states into grounds on which to 
hunt human prey, and to convert every man, wo- 
man and child into two-legged blood hounds to 
chase down and capture the panting fugitive, 

But we are free to acknowledge that, bad as this 
decision is, it is in strict harmony with the fugitive 
slave act. Itis only a developement of that dia- 
bolical statute ; and that statute was erdorsed and 
defended by the leading religious sects of the coun- 
try; and Judge Leavitt, its expounder and execu- 
tioner, is an honored elder in one of those sects, 
the O. S. Presbyterian.
